Mississippi  and  rather  intense  infestations  in  south- 
east ern  and  Gouthem  Nebra^ska;  rather  serious  damage  is  also  reported  from 
Kansas  and  central  Mi s sour i^ 

The  cool  late  season  in  the  Lake  Region  and  Ferr  England  resulted  in  many 
reports  of  damage  by  the  seed  corn  maggot.  In  several  cases  the  outbreaks  vcre - 
confined  to  fields  heavily  trea.ted  with  organic  fertiliser s^ 

«.rmyworm  outbreaks  ane  reported  from  southern  Indiana  and  Illinois,  and 
southwestern  Missouri, 

Cu-tworm^s  continued  to  be  destructive  through  early  done,  ps^rticularly  in  the 
Orio  and  uicper  Mississippi  River  Velleys* 

In  the  Gulf  Region  an  unusually  heavy  infestation  of  corn  by  the  sugarcane 
beetle  is  rsuorted,  in  many  cases  necessitating  replanting  of  the  crop,. 

Very  serious  infestakions  of  corn  by  the  larvae  of  the  gra.pe  colaspis  have 
been  reported  from.  Indiana  and  Illinois, 


Tice  corn  ercr  worm,  has  been  exceptionrlly  troublesome  in  ITcrth  Carolina,  South 
Carolina,  Georgia,  and  Ala.bam.a,  Most  of  the  dama-ge  was  in  the  vicinity  of  vetch 
fields,  from  which  the  worms  m.igrated  to  com  and  cotton  when  the  vetch  was 
cut.

Tiie  root’-knot  nematode  is  reported  for  the  first  time  from  the  State  of

The  troll  weevil  situation  has  not  materially  changed  since  our  last 
report,  except  for  a heavy  infestation  which  has  developed  in  many  localities 
in  Louisiana,, 


The  cotton  flea  is  generally  more  serious  over  the  southern  part  of  the 
cotton  belt  than  normal. 

The  rose  chafer  is  generally  below  normal  over  the  IJew  England  and  Middle 
Atlantic  States.  The  only  report  of  the  occurrence  of  this  pest  in  serious 
numbers  is  from  hebrasto. 


Brood  XVII  of  the  Periodical  Cicada  has  been  reported  as  appearing 
in  Loniphaii  County,  Kansas,  about  100  miles  north  of  the  nearest  recorded 
locality  for  this  brood  in  Cass  County,  Missouri.

The  pear  leaf  blister  mite  is  markedly  on  the  increase  in  apple 
orchards  of  the  Okanagan  ifalley,  British.  Columbia, 

Stem.-raothers  of  the  green  apple  aphis,  the  rosy  aphis,  and  the 
black  cherry  aphis  were  comre., rat ively  scarce  in  the  Niagara  district,  Ontario, 
this  spring* 

The  eye-spotted  budmoth  is  on  the  increase  in  apple  orchards  in  the 
Hemmingford  and  Quebec  districts,  Q,uebec. 

Mosquitoes  of  the  genu;.  Aedes  are  reported  a.s  very  abijndant  and 
troublesors  in  many  sections  of  Ontario,  ’Qpebsc,  and  New  Brunswick,  This 
is  probably  largely  due  to  the  high  river  levels  in  early  spring,  which 
caused  floods  at  freshet  time*

In  spite  of 
this  in  the  southwestern  part  of  the  State  white  grubs 
are  doing  very  serious  injury. 

L.  Haseman  (June  25):  ' During  the  months  of  May  and  June 
unusually  heavy  swarms  of  June  beetles  appeared  throughout 
most  of  th'  State  and  since  the  15th  of  June  several  corn 
growers  ha-:...  submitted  samples  of  very  small  grub  worms 
which,  in  many  cases,  are  des:roying  the  stand  of  corn 
and  in  one  case,  a crop  of  soybeans.  There  threatens  to  be 
an  exceptionally  heavy  brood  of  this  pest  starting  off 
tliroughout  this- '-State  this  summer, 

J*  W.  HcColloch:  Adults  of  Phyllophaga  lanceolata  Say 
are  reported  abundant  on  tomatoes  and  other  garden  plants 
at  Garden  City.

A*  I.  Bourne  (June  22):  Mr,  Lacroix  notes  cutworms 
to  be  fully  as  abundant,  if  not  more  so,  than  last  year 
in  the  Cape  region.  Garden  stuffs  of  all  kinds  appear 
to  be  subject  to  a rather  severe  attack,  Cutworm.s  have 
been  the  subject  of  very  many  complaints  from;  many 
sections  of  fhe  State.

Ohio  afe  destroying  thousands  of  young  mrrsery  trees  and  seedlings  and 
perennial  plants.

Michigan  Sugenia  McDaniel  (diine  9)  J Cutworms  are  about  as  troublesome  as  usual. 
They  have  been  reported  especially  bad  near  3t^  Jolms  which  is  about  20 
mules  north  of  Lansing,  and  are  working  very  badly  in  a l^-o^cre  liiint 
field  in  that  district.

bugs  began  moving  from  the  wheat  and  other  small  grains  into  the 
corn  in  southeastern  Nebraska  from  June  IS  to  20,  and  at  the 
time  of  sending  in  this  report  (June  25)  the  migration  is  develop- 
ing very  strongly  all  over  the  infested  district, 

J,  W*  McColloch  (j-ane  19):  Chinch  bugs  have  done  a large  amount 
of  damage, to  wheat  in  Kansas  this  spring.  In  many  sections  they 
caused  premature  ripening  of  the  fields.  Migration  to  corn  and 
sorghums  began  the  first  week  in  June  owing  to  drying  up  uf  small 
grains 5 In  some  fields  the  bugs  reduced  the  wheat  yield  50  per 
cent.

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C<*  S,  Smhth  (June  10):  At  LindssDy  the  infestation  wa,s  present  on 
corn  averaging  about  6 inches  high  that  was  planted  on  sodland.

every  case  where  serious  injury  Resulted,  cotton  seed  had  been 
used  as  a fertilizer,  the  above  may  be  of  some  significance.
